SPRING FIELD C if)- Fifty-seven 
Illinois cities with at least 5,000 
population went through 1056 w ith­ 
out a .single traffic death, the High­ 
way Division reported today. 
In a sum m ary of 1956 accident 
statistics, the division said 49 cities 
of 5.OOO or more population had 
few er fatalities than in 1955. 
T here wen* 58 cities which had 
no traffic deaths in 1955, com par­ 
ed with the 57 in 1956.
